GARFIELD AND RECIPROCITY. 


Conger Gives a Bitof History Not Before 
Kaown. 

Cuicaco, November 5.—The Tribune to- 
morrow will print an interesting talk with 
Colonel A. L. Conger, of Ohio, member of the 
republican national committee. Colonel Con- 
ger said: 

“Let me give you a little incident which oc- 
curred during President Garfield’s adminis- 
tration. It shows that reciprocity was to be 
@ great policy to be developed in President 
Garfield’s administration, and that his great 
secretary of state was unmistakably its 
author.”’ 

Colonel Conger then went on and told of his 
meeting Emory Storrs in Washington; that 
Storrs told him he was greatly worried be- 
Cause his friend Conkling intended to resign 
from the senate because of Robertson’s ap- 
pointment. AStorrs’s request, Conger says 
he immediately proceeded to the white 
— and laid the matter before the presi- 

ent. 


“President Garfield,” continues Conger’s 
story, ‘requested me to have Storrs see Sen- 
ator Conkling at once and assure him that he 
(Garfield) had no personal feeling in the mat- 
ter; that he meant no disrespect to the senator 
In the appointment, and stood ready to carry 
out any wish of the senator’s that was fair and 
reasonable, except that he could not recall the 
Sppointment of Robertson; that he would be 
Ziad to have Storrs see the senator and bring 
any suggestion he might have tooffer con- 
cerning the appointment of his friends to other 
positions. 

“I returned to the hotel and reported to 
Storrs the result of my interview. Storrs 
seemed well pleased with the assurances 
given, and said he would see Senator Conkling 
at once, and he believed he would get him to 
reconsider his determination w _ resign, 
and that I should return to the white 
house, inform the president that he would see 
the senator immediately, and that I should 
there await his arrival. I returned 
to see the president, and we waited for aaa 
from Storrs, but none came. Finally Mr. 
Brown, the president's private secretary, came 
in and handed the president a telegram. It 
was from the capitol, announcing that Sena- 
tor Conkling had resigned his seat in the sen- 
ate. I shall never forget the look upon Presi- 
dent Garfield's fase when he read the tele 
gram. He handed itto me and said: ‘Itis 
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up. The die is cast. Senator Conkling has 
resigned his seat in the senate and the conse- 
quences must res? with him. Nothing further 
ean be done now.’ I remarked to the president 
that L was very sorry of the turn affairs 
taken; that I was fearful that the stalwart re- 
patlicans would side with Conkling and that 
t niight create a split in the party and defeat 
oe aaten. Now mark his Sie a hee 

and u my shouider resident 
Gastlela said: cite . 

***Mr, Conger, do not be alarmed, We shall 
developa policy during my administration 
which will make the republican party more

‘Being largely identified and connected with 
the business of manufacturing American agri- 
cultural machinery, a business which had, at 
that time, more than two handred million dol- 
lars invested in the manufacture of various 
kinds of farming machinery, I was 
quick to catch on to every word 
that Mr. Blaine uttered during the 
conversation. Isawin it a policy that would 
put in motion the wheels of nearly every 
manufacturing establishment in the United 
States; that would give employment to the 
great mass of American workingmen; that 
would further the interests of the American 
farmer, and the last words that Gartield had 
spoken to me touching the populanty of the 
policy that he would develop during his ad- 
ministration flashed across my mind. I was 
particular to catch on to all this, because, in 
politics, legislation which affects ones busi- 
ness always attracts the greatest attention. I 
have no doubt if Garfield had lived tbat the 
sane policy which Blaine has now inaug- 
urated under President Harrison would have 
been fully carried out by Blaine under Presi- 
dent Garfield. It is this wonderful, practical 
and far-seeing statesmanship that has given 
Blaine such a strong hold in the hearts of the 
American people. He is today a million 
votes stronger than his party.”’

The Part Taken in the Campaign by Kev. 
o Sam W. Small. 

Boston, November 5.—([Special.}—The re- 
sult of the gubernatorial campaign is exceed- 
ingly pleasant to the democrats, but scarcely 
less so to the prohibitionists. At their heada- 
quarters they feel jubilant that. they helped 
efticiently to lay out the republican candidate, 
Mr, Allen, whose bad record on the liquor 
question brought ont every prohibition vote 
against him. 

The most efficient work on this line was 
done by Rev. Sam Small, whose 
speeches throughout the state were ful! 
of logic and splendid invective. He was 
roundly donounced ar “a southern democratic 
emissary,’’ and the republican pressin Boston 
sought to impeach his influence with the slan- 
derous reports from Mr. Small’s enemies.

RicHMoND, Va., November 5.—The ‘com- 
mittee representing the -Ladies’ Holly- 
wood Memorial Asséiation called on 
Mrs. Jefferson Davis today, with the 
view of expressing a desire that the 
association be allowed the custody of the re- 
mains of Mr. Davis. Various places of sepul- 
ture were taiked of, including the grounds of 
the white house of the confederacy. Mrs. 
Davis said her husband had often expressed 
his aversion to any public, noisy thoroughfare 
as a place of burial, and had desired a quiet 
and secluded place for himself, where his 
whole family might rest near him, She said 
she had finally decided on Hollywood ceme- 
tery, but had pot as yet selected the exact 
spot. Sheassured the ladies that as soon as her 
selection was made and the interment had 
taken place she would then turn over the 
whole section to the Hollywood Memorial As- 
sociation. Mrs. Davis has a son (Joseph) 
buried in Hollywood. Itis also the place of 
interment of some eighteen thousand confed- 
erate soldiers.

UNDER MARTIAL LAW 


Latest from the Trouble Down in Rio 
Janeiro. 


THE BRAZILIAN CONGRESS DISSOLVED, 


And the Election of New Repre- 
sentatives Ordered. 


CAUSE OF THE RECENT UPRISING 


The Ill-Health of the President and the 
Agitation of Those Opposed to Re- 
publican Form of Government. 


WasHincton, November 5.—The depart 
ment of state has received a cablegram from 
Minister Conger confirming the report of the 
dissolution of congress and declaration of mar- 
tial law in Brazil; which is viewed with deep 
concern herein view of the importance of 
American interests in that country and our 
close trade with it. There is reason to beliave 
that a revolutionary movement is being fo- 
mented by a _ considerable party which 
seeks to re-establish the monarchical form of 
government in Brazil. 

Such reports as were received here during 
the past. few months indicated a steady 
strengthening of the republican feeling among 
the Brazilian people; and while the news of @ 
revolutionary novement causes much surprise, 
and will probably lead to the ordering of some 
of our naval vesselsto the point where the 
trouble threatens, it is not generally believed 
that the revolutionary element is strong 
enough to uproot the new republic. 

New Representatives to Be Elected. 

It is officially announced that the president 
has convened the nation to elect new repre- 
sentatives ata date to be determined upon 
later. The federal capital, Rio Janeiro, and | 
the townof Nicheroy, or Praia Grande, five 
miles east of the capital, has been declared to 
be in a state of siege for two months. 

The president has been provoked to take 
these steps by the proceedings of congress and” 
by efforts on the part of the promoters of res- 
toration. to overturn republican institutions, 

The president in a manifesto issued to the 
nation, declares himself to have been fully 
justified in taking the steps referred to. 

The army and navy support the government, 
and public tranquility, according to official an¢ 
nouncement, is perfect throughout the states, 

In conclusion, it said the government 
ready to maintain order by every means, th 
the constitution would be respected and the 
government will also be answerable for all 
national engagements. The governors of the 
leading provinces have congratulated Presi- 
dent DaFonseca upon his success in maintain- 
ing order. 

Cause of the Uprising. 


Lonpon, November 5.—The last cable news 
received in this city before the censorship was 
established over the telegraph offices in Brazil 
was to the effect that there was no room for 
doubting thata revolution had broken out. 
Rio Janeiro, the capital, was said to be full of 
soldiers quartered in barracks, in public build- 
ings and camped in the public squares. The 
continued ill health of President Da rg, ¢ 
and political jintrigues as to the choice of hi 
successor are said to be at the bottom of the 
uprising. It is said there has been fighting in 
the streets of Rio Janeiro, but the report can- 
not be verified. 

A dispatch published here by the Exchange 
Telegraph Company asserts that President Da 
Fonseca is suffering severeiy from cancer. 

Official Advices from Brazil. 


New York, November 5.—The Brazilian 
minister, Senor Mendonca, tonight received 
from Senor Chermont, minister of foreign re- 
lations of Brazil, a cablegram, saying:

CHILE'S NEW PRESIDENT. 


The Liberal Party Sweeps thé Country—Ad- 
miral Montt Elected, 


VALPARAISO, November 5.—As was formerly 
announced in these dispatches, the liberal 
party won a sweeping victory in the recent 
elections, and this fact made the election of a 
liberal president a foregone conclusion. The 
constitution of Chile provides that electors 
chosen by the people shall meetand select and 
eect a president. In accordance with the 
provision of this section of the constitution the 
liberal presidential electors met yesterday and 
elected as president of the republic for the 
next tive years Admiral Jorge Montt. 

The inauguration ceremonies wil] take place 
at the capital, Santiago de Chile, September 
26th. It is stated that the election of Admiral 
Montt is not only approved by the entire 
liberal party, but the leading members of 
other parties acquiesce in his selection, believ- 
ing that it will tend to consolidate the hgst in- 
terests of the country. 

lt is further believed that with the institu- 
tion of constitutional government questions 
now at issue between Chile and the United 
States wil] be more calinly discussed, and that 
the outcome will be satisfactory to both na- 
tions. Admiral Montt was the most pro- 
nounced opponent of the late President Bal- 
maceda, and upon the breaking out of the 
revolution took command of the congressional 
tieet. It was owiug in a great measure to his 
action that many other naval officers deserted 
Bai maceda and joined the revolutionists. The 
president-elect is extremely popular with all 
classes, and his election is hailed with much 
satisfaction on all sides. 


IT WOULD MIX THINGS, 


If Ohio Should Gobble Up Several of In- 
diana’s Cities, 


@Invranaporis, Ind., November 5,—During 
the last two months the surveying party sent 
out by the national government has been at 
work locating the boundary line between Ohio 
and Indiana, which has been in dispute.

Is Entertained by the People of Columbia, 
South Carolina, 

CoLumBia, 8, C., November 5.—[Special.]— 
Ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes, president 
of the state’s educational fund, and Dr. J. L. 
M. Curry, ex-minister to Spain and president 
of the Peabody fund, arrived in the city late 
last night. They were met at the station by 
Mayor McMaster, State Superintendent of Ed- 
ucation Mayfield, President Woodrow and 
Professer Joyner, of the South Carolina col- 
lege, and Superintendent Johnson, of the 
county schools. Mayor McMaster presented 
the freedom of the city tothe distinguished 
visitors. The formal note of presentation was 
a very handsome affair. It was written on 
parchment, and bore upon its face the seal of 
the city. The party wa» then driven to the 
Grand Centra! hotel, where. an informal re- 


ception was held. Many leading citizens were 


presented to Mr. Hayes, who spoke very 
pleasantly of his impressions of the south. 

Today Messrs. Hayes and Curry visited the 
Winthrop training school and the Benedict 
institute, the latter a colored institution, both 
of which are beneficiaries of the state and 
Peabody funds, respectively. They also visited 
the South Carolina university, the city schools 
and the colored Allen university. 

At each place Dr. Curry and the ex-presi- 
dent made short addresses, their remarks be- 
ing directed more particularly to the subject 
of education. Both gentlemen expressed 
themselves as being highly gratified with 
what they saw, and appeared to be delighted 
with the excellent way in which our educa- 
tional] institutions are conducted. 

This evening Mr. Hayes and Dr. Curry 
were entertained at the residence of Secretary 
of State Tindal, where a number of leading 
citizen of the city were invited to meet them. 

Mr. Hayes and Dr. Curry left tonight for 
Orangeburg, tovisit and inspect Claflin uni- 
versity, the largest institution for the educa- 
tion of colored people in the United States.

AMONG THE MINERS. 


A General Strike of Miners Expected in 
Rast Tennessee. 


AN ADVANCE IN THE PRICE OF COAL 


Would Be One of the Consequences 
of Such an Act. 


THE RETURN OF THE CONVICTS. 


The Governor at a Loss as to What He 
Should Do to Restore the Dignity 
of the State. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., November 5.—[Spe- 
cial.)—The miners in the Coal Creek district 
are stillina ferment. Their releasing of the 
convicts does not seem to have satisfied them, 
and unless other demands made by them are 
conceded by the operators a big strike may 
occur, 

Yesterday the men employed in the Thistle 
mine, which is operated by the East Tennessee 
Mining Companyfdemanded a check-weigh- 
man. Intheir demand they specified that 
the check-weighman should be pat on this 
morning.. The company had no opportunity 
to act, and this morning the men walked out. 
Another mine is operated by the same com- 
pany. This is at Fraterville. The men there 


“yesterdaydemanded a check-weighman also 


and give the company until Monday to act. 
If he is not put on they will strike Monday. 
But the miners concede that they cannot suc- 
ceed except by united action. 

A Big Strike Will Follow. 

Attwo mines check-weighmen have been 
puton. The miners are determined to act to- 
gether, and will demand a checker at all the 
mines. If all the operators do not concede this 
demand, there will be inaugurated the great- 
est strike in the history of East Tennessee 
mining. The minersin the Newcomb and Jel- 
lico districts, Tennessee, and in the district 
about Jellico, in Kentucky, will go out with 
them. All the miners in the two latter dis- 
tricts have check-weighmen. They have never 
employed convicts. 

The Cause of Trouble. 

The present system, where check-weigh- 
men are not employed, is to have a standard 
mine car of 2,000 pounds. If it weighs under 
1,975 pounds, the miners get credit for only 
1,900. If it weighs 2,050 pounds, he gets credit 
for only 2,000. In other words, the odd 
pounds are lcst by the miner. So they wish a 
check-weigher and credit for every pound on 
the car. The operators claim that such a sys- 
tem is annoying and expensive, and that often 
a miner will load 2,500 pounds on a car and 
break it down in the mines, 
great loss of time and money to clear 
it up in the narrow hallway. 

The operators also claim the weights al- 
lowed to the miners never hold out when the 
coal is marketed. They prove this statement 
by the railroad records of carload weights. 
The operators are in a state of worry, and 
many of the companies will hold meetings 
within the next twenty-four hours. 

The Price of Coal. 

Another phase of the situation just now, 
and one most interesting tothe public, is a 
possible advance in the price of coal. The 
majority of operators think the price will not 
advance unless there should be inaugurated a 
general strike. In that event there will 
probably be an advance. It is currently re- 
ported tonight that the operators will yield to 
the demand for check-weighmen. The gen- 
eral opinion in Knoxville is that the act of the 
miners in releasing the convicts has done in- 
calculable injury to East Tennessee. There 
is a considerable amount of Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville and Atlanta capital invested in the New- 
comb and Jellico districts. 

Governor Buchanan's Dilemma. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 5,—[Special.] 
Now that Governor Buchanan has offered re- 
wards for the leaders of the Anderson and 
Morgan county mobs, he has gone as far in 
that direction as he can go. He can, however, 
uphold the dignity of the state by returning 
the convicts to the mines, and a well-founded 
report tonight is that a gang of convicts that 
have been recaptured will be taken to Brice- 
ville Saturday under strong military escort, 
and that strong stockades will be built and 
guards placed in charge who will not pass 
ively allow the state disgraced by another re- 
lease of the men. 

As to Inman seventy guards heavily armed 
are in charge there. 

No Trouble Apprehended. 

Your correspondent today asked Nat Baker, 
Jr., vice president of the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railroad Company, as to the situation at 
Tracy City and Inman, and he said: 

*‘] certainly do not apprehend any trouble, 
and most assuredly none from our own miners, 
To be sure the superintendent of the peniten- 
tiary, with the governor’s approbation, has, I 
believe, made some extra pre tions at tlese 
places, but it was not done froma belief that 
any interference wae apprehended from our 
miners at these places, but as a precautionary 
measure against men coming from other 

laces. We have had really no reason for be- 
Covina that there was any likelihood of 
men coming from other places to interfere 
with the work of the convicts at Tracy City 
and Inman, except the fact that they did not 
interfere with the convicts in other places in 
East Tennessee.” 

Prisoners Coming Back. 

W. OC. Pike, of Mount Vernon, Ky., arrived 
here today with a colored convict who was re- 
committed to the prison. Mr. Pike said he had 
captured thirty-tive more, and they would be 
brought, from Mount Vernon tonight. Mr. 
Pike he received a letier after turing 
the convicts, signed “Knights of bor,”’ 
threatening unless he released them, to blow 
up the jail. Last night was said to have been 
fixed asthe time for the explosion, but Mr. 
Pike said he had heard notbing from there to- 
day, and supposed no attempt had been made, 

Governor Buchanan is having Comptroller 
Allen pay the twenty-five-dollar rewards for 
each convict, and the lessees will be charged 
with the amounts.

THEY ARE CLEARLY IDENTIFIED 


Asthe Men Who Fired the Bridges and 
Trestles on the Central Road Some 
Weeks Past. 


SANDERSVILLE, Ga., November 5.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Never before, in the history of Sanders- 
ville, has such a large concourse of people, 
white or black, assembled as that which 
gathered here today to hear the tral of 
the Horton brothers, charged with bridge 
burning. 

Long before the hour appointed for the 
trial, the streets were crowded with people, 
and every rack and hitching post in the city 
was occupied by horses and mules. The 
prisoners were brought on a special train from 
Macon and arrived here at 8:10. 

When the engine of the. special train blew, 
there was a tumultuous rush towards the San- 
dersville and Tennille depot, and there were not 
Jess than five hundred people to view the pris- 
oners. They were taken to the courthouse 
aml placed’in the traverse jury room, where 
they spent over an hour with their relatives. 

The courtroom was packed to suffocation, and 
not halfof the anxious crowd could gain access. 
The Prisovers Brought In. 

Tlie prisoners were bronght into court and 
occu pied seats in the aisle immediately in front 
of the judge’s stand. Mrs. William Horton 
sat near her husband. She was dressed ina 
neat black suit, and wore brown gloves. Mrs. 
Horton, the mother of the defendants, sat near 
Fred Lforton. The attorneys for the state oc- 
cupied the grand jury room. The crowd began 
to grow impatient, and Jesse Robson, attorney 
for the defendants, asked for a postponement 
until 1:30 o’clock, The court granted this 
request, and the defendants were taken to 
jail. 

The trial began at 2 o’clock p. m., with 
Justice of the Peace Quintus Richards and 
Notary Public W. G. Robson presiding. 

The following attorneys represented the 
state: B.D. Evans, solicitor general; Judge 
J. K. Hines, Harris and Rawlings. The 
defendants were represented by Jesse A. 
Robson. 

On the Witness Stand. 

The first witness sworn was Charles Thig- 
pen. He swore as follows: I am railroad 
agent at Sunhill. I knew the prisoners, sold 
them two tickets on October 25th to Oconee, 
William Horton aud Fred Horton boarded the 
train going to Macon at 12:50 o’clock. Will- 
jam Horton had a five-dollar bill, that he 
wished changed. I did not have it, and he 
had it changed by Mr. J. C. Osborne. I cannot 
describe William Horton’s dress exactly, but I 
know he wore alight hat. Fred Horton wore 
a dark red knit jacket, and an old hat. Will- 
iam Horton carried a satchel anda bundle 
wrapped im a red handkerchief. When I first 
saw them they were 100 yards from the sta- 
tion. They were seen there by W. E, Clark 
and J.C. Osborne. The defendants tcld me 
that they were going to Oconee, and on Tues- 
day would go to Macon to spend a while with 
relatives. : 

J. A. Robson asked witness was it not an 
every day occurrence to sell tickets. He said 
it was. Hethen asked him did the defend- 
ant have anything of a burning nature? He 
replied no. 

Judge Hines asked witness did he sell any 
more tickts that day? Witness said he sold 
two to Davisboro. 

The Burning of the Trestles. 

J.C. Osborne, sworn: I am section mas- 
ter on the Central railroad. Know the ée- 
fendants. I changed a five-dollar bill for 
William Horton. He said he wanted to buy 
tickets, forif he did not he would have to 
pay four cents per mile. The defendants left 
om the 12:30 p. m. train going to Macon. The 
trestles were burned that same night—set 
om fire in the middle and burned. The near- 
est trestle is three-fourths of a mile from 
Tennille. The bridges were burned between 
Teinille and Sunhill. Three bridges were 
burned between Tennille and Sunhill. Two 
bridges about Parson’s Crossing were burned. 
I was awakened at 2a. m. by the flagman on 
the passenger train, who told me 
that the bridges were on fire. A 
megro boy brought me a_ note saying 
that the trestles were on fire. After reading 
the note I threw itaway. I did not know the 
boy. ‘He told me the superintendent sent the 
note. 

The Men Identified. 


Jake Faun, colored, sworn: I saw two 
men by the flash when the bridge was burned. 
€@n0 had-a red-faced and beard, and the other 
was a clean-faced man. They had a satchel. I 
saw one of them stooping down by the light on 
the bridga. 

J.C. Osborne swore that defendants had an 
old leather gripsack, which had been red. 
William Horton had on a brownish suit of 
clothes and a sack coat, not the one he has 
now. 

Cross-exataination—The negro brought me 
the note. One of the defendants had on long 
coat, the other a short one. Had never seen 
the men before October 25th. The property 
belonged to the Central Railroad and Banking 
Company. Where the trestles had been par- 
tially burned oil of some kind could be seen. 

Jake Faun, colored, sworn: I worked for 
the Central railroad on the pilemachine. Was 
at Tennille on October 25th, Sunday night. I 
laid down but did notsleep. The pile train 
,engine blew, I got upon the engine tothe 
tank and took water. The fireman, J. C. 
Byington, gave mea note to carry to Mr. J. 
C. Osborne. He pointed to the two defendants. 
He had seen them once before at Davis- 
boro. I saw two men. Sawa light before 
me down the track. Saw one of them by the 
flash when he set the bridge afire. Looked at 
them. One was a clean-shaven man, the 
other had ared beard. They were at the 
bridge at the 152d milepost. It was burning 
when Isawthem. They staid ten or twenty 
minutes. Isaw them by the light from the 
burning bridge. 

Cross-examination: The one I saw set 
afire was the last one to Tennille, not the one 
going from Tennille. I got in twenty 
yards, where I saw the men. I gaw 
him set fire to the bridge. He was 
under the guide rail on the left going to 
Sunhill. The small man was standing on 
natural ground; couldn’t see him set the fire, 
but saw a blaze flash; saw the red of the coat 
and knitted jacket; did not seethe other man 
good, but saw the man with the red face 

mighty well. That bridge was fixed go I 
could pass that night; did not say that one 
man had on a long coat and the other a short 
one; have seen the man with the red mous- 
tache, but couldn’t say I ever saw the other 
one. When I first saw them set fire to the 
bridge I was scared, and I pulled off my shoes 
and ran. Wen the men were arrested and 
brought to Tennille, I pointed them out. 
The Supervisor Testifies, 

T.T, Holleyman sworn: I am supervisor 
on the main stem of the Central railroad. 
Sunday night, one week ago, the bridges were 
burned on the Central railroad, between Oco- 
nee and Sunhill. It was the wark of incendi- 
aries. The first bridge east of Oconee was 
ninety-nine feet, another a small bridge, All 
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the superstructure was burned and some of the 
piling. The other at the one-hundred-and- 
forty-sixth milepost was entirely destroyed. 
Another at the one-hundred-and-forty-fourth 
milepost, fifteen feet, was partially burned in 
the center, The next one, two miles west of 
Tennille, thirty feet in length, over a small 
creek or branch—the whole superstructure was 
burned and the bridge was nearly destroyed. 

The first examination I made was for tracks. 
T found tracks made by the two persons. One 
track was made by a number nine shoe, with 
Straight toe, pretty sharp; the other shoe 
made a broad track and had a very broad hee). 
Saw similar tracks from Oconee to Sunhill. 
In my opinion, the first bridge was 
burned near Oconee, for was con- 
sumed before assistance could get 
there. There were three trestles 
burnt between Tennille and Sunhill. Evi- 
dences of kerosene oil, or oil of some kind, 
could be seen on the partially burnt bridges 
The first trestle east of Tennille was fired in 
six places, but burnt only in three. The 
stringer was burned. Trestles in railroad cir- 
cles are thé same as bridges. 

J. A. Robson, for the defense, tried to make 
the witness discriminate between bridges and 
trestles, but did not succeed. 

Bound Over. 

B. D. Evans said the state would rest 
awhile, when J. A. Robson, attorney for the 
defense, arose and stated that, as he recog- 
nized the rule of law governing this trial to be 
one of probable cases or evidence sufficient to 
suspect the accused of this crime, would 
turn them over. He deemed it a waste of 
éime to make any defense, ‘‘but if we, in this 
trial, could have the benefit of the doubt, 
we wonld walk ont of the , court- 
house free men. We can prove by several 
good and true witnesses, that it was impossible 
for us to have done the burning. This we will do 
at the March court.’’ Mr. Robson stated further, 
they had expected other counsel, but they 
were so engaged that it was impossible for 
them to be here today, thatas he had only 
been employed today, he did not have the tes- 
timony for the defense as well in hand as the 
importance of the case demanded, and for 
these reasons he asked the court to make its 
judgment. 
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The solicitor general, B. D. Evafs, Jr., in” 


behalfof the state, asked Mr. Robson if he 
wanted any further hearing, and submitted to 
& commitment. 

Mr. Robson answered he did, whereupon 
the court committed the Hortons to jiil to 
answer at the March superior court to the 
charge of arson. 

The prisoners were taken to Macon jail im- 
mediately after the judgment of the court.

AN INDIAN MINE 


Which Is an Object of Great Interest to a 
Virginia Man.| 


Canton, Ga., November 5.—[{Special.]—As 
stated Jast week, Mr. M. N. Toothman, an 
aged farmer of West Virginia, is at the Can- 
tow hotel, on a peculiar and unusual mission. 
He is here to locate an exceedingly rich gold 
mine which he says was partially opened and 
developed by the Chereokee Indians while 
they were yet inhabitants of this country, 
back in the thirties. 

About two years ago Mr. Toothman visited 
the Indian territory and while there met a Mr, 
Adair, son of John Adair, who formerly lived 
near Canton and was a prominent man among 
the Cherokee Indians. 

Mr. Adair told him that at the time the In- 
dians were driven out of Cherokee his father 
lived near the bank of the Etowah river, about 
one-half mile above the ferry (iron bridge), at 
Canton, and that a short <listance above a wal- 
nut tree which stood in the ey was a spring. 
This spring or branch leading to the river, 
Mr. Adair told him, was very rich with gold, but 
when the Indians left they covered both up, 
swearing that no white man should enjoy the 
large nuggets that could be easily found there, 
which one of the sub-chiefs pronounced one of 
the richest mines in Georgia. 

Mr. Toothman was so impressed with the 
idea that the mine is surely here he came on 
and since arriving has been diligently search- 
ing and making inquiries about the place. The 
descriptions given him were so plain that he 
has very easily located the place where Mr. 


-Adair lived, the walnut tree still standing, 


but be believes the spring and brach have both 
long since gone dry. 

He has met some of our older citizens who 
tell him they remember the circumstance of 
the Indians covering up the spring and 
branch, andin every particular pots «mS the 
story told him by Mr. Adair. Mr. Toothman 
is very much encouraged by what he has seen 
and heard,and feels sure that he is near enough 
to be “hot,’’ as the children say in playing hide 
and seek. ., 

If he does not succeed in definitely locating 
the mine during the month he proposes to re- 
main here. However, he intends going back 
to the Indian territory next year and either 
induce Mr. Adair to come out with him or else 
get a more.complete description and diagram. 

The place he now has located is in the river 
bottoms of Captain McAfee’s, about one-balf 
mile above the bridge, opposite the shoals in 
the river. It is well known to all settlers that 
there was an Indian village there, and only a 
few years ago quite a lot of Indian vessels, ar- 
row heads, etc., were found there.

The sensitive New York Herald gives ex- 
pression to its fears that the success of ‘T'am- 
many and the election of Flower will handi- 
cap the democratic party in that state in 
1892, It argues that the party has little 
cause for congratulating itself on the victory 
of Tuesday, because it was simply a Tam- 
many victory. ‘‘Thecanvass,’’ says The 
Herald, *‘has made it evident that however 
popular Tammany may be among certain 
classes within the city limits, it is very un- 
popular with all classes outside of the city. 
This unpopularity will rouse a strong oppo-

They are 
members of a party, but they are not parti- 
sans, and claim the right to vote as they 
please.”’ 

Amongst all the nonsense that is put for- 
ward in the shape of comment on the elec- 
tion returns, we doubt if anything will be 
found more nonsensical than this. Accord- 
ing to The Herald, ‘‘the canvass has made 
it evident’’ that Tammany ‘‘is very unpopu- 
lar with all classes outside the city.”’ 

The canvass is one thing and the result of 
the election is quite another. This result 
has shown that the people in the interior of 
the statedo not share the prejudices of 
those who abuse Tammany, and who pro- 
fess to be able to find a scandal in every 
movement of that organization. The ab- 
sence of this prejudice is so noteworthy that 
Tuesday's election has already been com- 
pared to that in which Folger was snowed 
under. 

So far as the so-called handicap of Tam- 
many is concerned, we could wish that the 
party was handicapped in every state by an 
organization as aggressive, as persistent, as 
untiring and as true to the principles of de- 
mocracy as Tammany. The victories that 
are won by Tammany are the result of zeal 
and devotion to the democratic party.

ticians is true, and it is just as true that it 
has purged itself of them. No organiza- 
tion can afford to hold itself responsible for 
the character of individuals.

Where Reform Is Needed. 


The recent municipal campaign in Au- 
gusta has been of unusual interest on ac- 
count of the reform iuovement which has 
been one of its most important factors, 

We do not feel disposed to discuss or criti- 
cise the methods of our sister city, but her 
authorities have just made a very serious 
mistake. They have granted the saloons 
the privilege of keeping open all night dur- 
ing the exposition. The numerous saloons 
in Augusta have been treated with* excep- 
tional favor. Their license is merely nomi- 
nal, and their closing hour is 12 o’clock at 
night. Underthe circumstances there is 
.ho possible excuse for permitting the 
whisky men to keep open all night. It has 
been suggested that this privilege will add 
to the popularity of the exposition and draw 
crowds. Thisis doubtful. In fact, it is 
likely to keep the better class of people 
away. The solid and reputable citizens 
who visit Augusta to see the exposition are 
afraid that so many saloons running all 
night long will have a tendency to encourage 
disorder. They cannot be kept under strict 
police inspection. There are too many sa- 
loons and too few policemen. 

When such conditions exist in Augusta 
there is good reason for starting a reform 
movement. The best people should not 
only go into it, but they should without de- 
lay see that the extraordinary privileges 
granted to the liquor men are instantly re- 
voked. A city of Augusta’s morality and 
culture cannot afford to turn her great in- 
dustrial jubilee into something very like a 
drunken riot. If our Augusta friends are 
in favor of areform that will benefit all 
calsses they should try our plan of high lt- 
cense andearly closing hours. We are so 
well satisfied with our experiment that it 
will never be abandoned. It is absolutely 
essential to public order and good morals 
that the saloons should be kept under strict 
surveillance, and they neei it more than 
ever when a great occasion brings thou- 
sands of strangers together, 


Cuban Annexation Again. 


The periodical rumor of the coming an- 
nexation of Cuba is again on its rounds,

advocate the purchase of the island. There 
may be something in the story, ‘The pres- 
ent republican administration has doné 
nothing to signalize itself.

If it 
could suddenly whirl itself into the midst of 
our great problem of territorial expansion, 
and annex Cuba the public opinion of the 
country would undoubtedly endorse such a 
stroke of policy.

The inhabitants of Cuba number 
about one million five hundred thon- 
sand, or less than the total of Virginia, 

About two- 
thirds of the people are white. About ten 
thousand are Spaniards or of Spanish de- 
scent. Then there are about four hundred 


and fifty thousand negroes and 50,000 Chi- 
nese. 


These are not very promising elements

influx of immigrants that Cuba would be- 
come practically a thoroughly . American 
common wealth.| *

part to forcibly take possession of the island 
would be resisted, and possibly some of the 
European powers would be dragged into the 
conflict.

| Harrison and Blaine will ever bring about 
such aconsummation, Cuba will come to 
us after awhile, just as Canada will come, 
simply because the mutual interest of all 
parties will demand annexation.

ing. ‘The system isa habit which we in- 
herited from our colonial ancestors. It is 
bad; indeed, it could not be worse; but we 
are accustomed to it, and any change must 
be the result of arguments and convictions 
which havea business basis—which have 
their origin in a belief that substantial re- 
sults will follow. 

We may observe the alarcity with 
which both farmers and citizens of ecommu- 
nities subscribe to railroad enterprises in 
which they can have only a remote interest, 
comparatively speaking. In some instances 
counties have issued bonds in order that 
they may raise money to aid railroads which 
cannot by any possibility prove to be equally 
advantageous to all the citizens. The people 
are willing to tax themselves because they 
knew that substantial results will follow the 
advent of a railroad. They draw no divi- 
dends, but they know that the railroad will 
prove to be advantageous, because it brings 
them nearer to the great markets, gives 
them an outlet for their produce, inereases 
the value of the land in town and country, 
and carries along with it the spirit and im- 
pulse of industrial energy and development. 

Yet if one will take the map of Georgia 
and make an investigation it will be dis- 
covered that the railroads of the state bear 
no reasonable relation to the public roads in 
length, number and importance; and there | 
are hundreds of miles of public roads that 
find no placeonthe map. In other words, 
notwithstanding the existence of so many 
railroads an overwhelming majority of the 
people of Georgia are compelled to depend 
on the public roads for marketing their pro- 
duce, for receiving their supplies, and for 
their means of communication and inter- 
communication. If this is the case in Geor- 
gia, a state which leads all other southern 
states In the matter of railroad development, 
what must be the situation elsewhere? 

It must follow, therefore, that the build- 
ing of good country roads is a matter of 
more importance than the building of more 
railroads. Infact, the railroads themselves 
have made better country roads an absolute 
necessity, forthe two systems depend on 
each other. The complete development of 
one involves the completer development of 
the other. It isto be presumed that the 
public understands this in a vague and an 
indefinable way. The question, therefore, 
for the public to consider is not the neces- 
sity, but the profitableness, of good country 
roads. Will it pay to begin and carry on to 
completion the work of permanent improve- 
ment? ‘This was the question asked when 
the people were asked to contribute to the 
local railway enterprises, and it is emiuently 
a fair one. 

With respect to good country roads this 
inquiry may be partly answered by an ap- 
peal to the common sense of those who are 
interested. Will it pay the farmer to be ¢ 
able to do the work of two and three horses 
with one? Willit pay himto be able in 
one day with two horses to do the work that 
farmerly required four horses and two days 
todo? The experience of Union county, 
New Jersey, is a case in point. That county 
issued bonds to the amount of $300,000 to 
meet the expense of building some forty 
miles of highways. The most immediate 
result has been the rise in the value of prop- 
erty to such an extent that it has not been 
necessary to increase the tax rate to meet 
the interest.on the bonds. This is demon- |

When your wife or 
children get sck, do you consult the physician 
who upholds a‘dark and gloomy code”’or the more 
Men eos and energetic”’ advertiser, who — 
sumbably carries his enterprise and energy into 
his application of therapeutic mea-ures? When 
physitians becomeadvertisers and lose sight of

eh intelligence), cheek and liberal .advertisin 
will bring into the coffer of the quack ten duila 
for every one that will find its way to the 
pocket of the true student of nature. It is the 
general public whose interest is best guarded by 
the code of ethics. You say that the practice of 
medicine is practically at a standstill, while 
surgery has advanced with rapid strides. You 
are again mistaken. The art of surgery is today 
but little in advance of what it was centuries ago, 
but the science of medicine has put in the hands 
of the surgeon the means of achieving most 
brilliant results.

A NEW POSTOFFICE 


Those in Fulton 


Added to the Roster of 
County. 


For some time the residents at and near 
Bellwood have received their mail through 
the Atlanta postoftice. This was delivered to 


postofiice of its own. 

About two months ago a number of citizens 
petitione@the department at Washington for 
anew postoffice, at the same time making 
several suggestions as to its name, one of thei 
being ‘‘Boyd,”’ after Mr. W. W. Boyd; another 
one, ‘‘Clara.’’ 

The department granted their request and 
selected the latter name, probably because of 
the few postoffices by that name in the United 
States, this being one of six. 
Monday a commission was issued and Mr. 
John A. Kerr, a well-known grocer on Mari- 
etta street, was appointed postmaster. 

The place is situated just beyond the city 
limits, on Marietta street, the nearest to the 
Atlanta postoftice of any in the county. 
‘‘Cjara,’’ named after the daughter of Mr. 
Kerr, is just beyond the Greensferry road, in 
the midst of a thickly settled district. 

Mr. Kerr has moved his store several squares 
north of where it was formerly located, and 
there the thriving infant postoffice is situated. 
An elegant little place has boen fitted up. 

Two thousand people will transact business 
pertaining to the mails through Clara, and 
already it is growing at arapid rate. It will 
prove a wonderful convenience both to the 
local postottice and to the residents of Bell- 
wood and its surroundings, and they'are won- 
dering why they never thought of such an 
arrangement before. 

Postmaster Kerr will receive no stipulated 
salary, but is to be paid according to the num- 
ber of stamps canceled, or the amount of busi- 
ness transacted. 

Clara will make the nineteenth postoffice in 
Fulton county, but gives promise of outgrow- 
ing many of its older sister establishments in a 
very short space of time.

He Replies to Congressman Oates on the 
Subtreasury. 


A MASTERLY ARGUMENT FOR THE BILL. 


He Took Colonel Oates’s*Points and Re- 
plied to Them with Alliance 
Doctrine. 


Colonel Leonidas F. Livingston, the con- 
gressman from the fifth congressiona) district, 
hit back at Colonel W. C. Oates, of Alabama, 
yesterday. 

In aspeech, lasting nearly two hours, he 
took up Colonel Oates’s argument, point by 
point, and answered it to his satisfaction and 
to the apparent satisfaction of his hearers. 

He !eft no point, made by the distinguished 
Alabamian, untouched or uuanswered. 

* Colonel Livingston began speaking at 1:15 
o’clock. He was introduced by Colonel John 
Temple Graves, of the exposition, in a very 
complimentary manner. Mr. Graves referred 
to his well-known ability, which easily made 
him leader of the farmers’ reform movement. 

‘“‘We listened,” said he, “yesterday to 4 
broad, able argument, by a broad-minded 
man. He,in his speech, attacked the Dill 
known as the subtreasury bill. Today we will 
listen to a speech just the reverse, from a gen- 
tlieman whose distinguished services and con- 
spicuous ability make him the leader of the 
measure attacked.”’ 

As Colonel Livingston arose he was received 
with tremendous cheering. 

‘‘T have been advertised,’’ he began, “to 
answer the address delivered on this stand 
yesterday by Congressman Oates, of Alabama. 
I recognize in him a brave, conscientious man, 
bat I am not willing to go farther and say that 
he is correct. 

‘‘He began his speech by deprecating a di- 
vision which he said he believed existed in 
the south. The inference was that the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance was the cause of this division. 
The alliance will not be to blame for any di- 
vision that may occur. 

‘“‘Certainly the farmers had a right to organ- 
ize into an alliance. They had the right to go 
furthur and co-operate and prevent further 
evils and correct those that existed. In the 
first place it is innate, secondly, it 
is. as a right guaranteed us 
by the constitution, and thirdly by the 
democratic national platform of 1888. Both 
parties recognize in their platforms the right 
of laborers, and promised to foster them. 

“The alliance does not attempt division, but 
our purpose is to bring this great mass of 
people, under one great flag, nearer together. 

‘Our first step after organization was to go 
to congress by petition. We sent thousands of 
petitions asking them to redress our Wrongs. 
What became of them? ‘They were pigeon- 
holed. 

“Then two bills were sent up, but were 
nover reported from the committees 
to which they were referred. The names of 
975,000 people were signed to these petitions, 
and respect should certainly have been paid 
them. But we received no attention and the 
back of their band was turned toward us. 

“Roing treated in this manner we con- 
cluded to send petitions to congress, six feet. 
long, with boots on end and brains in the 
other. We went about this in no irregular 
manner. We went through the primaries, and 
every man had a right to vote for 
his choice. We won in six cases 
out of four in Georgia. Now, if 
there @is any division in this faim.

Take Geuerals Scott, McDowell, and 
even Abraham Lincoln. Grant was taken 
from a whisky barrel and given command of 
the United States army.

“Here is what he said—and I read his words 
from The Congressional Record: 

i must dissent from the views advanced by sev- 
eral gentlemen touching the constitutional power 
of congress to pass this bill. Ido not think that 
inorder to justify support of this measure it is 
necessary to resort to that clause of the constitu- 
tion which I have heard denominated the “blanket 
clause,’’ the general welfare clause, 1 am not one 
of those who think that that confers any power 
whatever. The powers are enumerated in the con- 
stitution wherein congress has the right to make 
appropriation of money. But, sir, that 
question is not involyed here. This 
is not an appropriation proper; it is 
aloan. While it is an appropriation in form, itis 
nevertheless a loan upon security for return. 
There is no constitutionul power, in my judg- 
ment,to make an appropriation outside of the 
constitution, but I ask, has not congress power to 
make loan of the money or property of the United 
States? Is not that a constant practice here? Lf 
congress has not the power to moke this loan on 
tecurity for its return, then al! your legislation 
lending tents to soldiers’ reunions and disposing 
of other property are equally outside of the con- 
stitution. The loan will not do any harm, for the 
reason there is a surplus in thetreasury. The 
only thing todo, in my judgment, is for con- 
gress to see that proper security is taken for re- 
payment of the money loaned, and 1ts return to 
the treasury. If this.is done, this will do good, and 
not harm. Some discretion must be leit to con- 
gress to be exercised in reference to the property 
and money in the United States, This, mark you, 
is not anappropriation outside of the constitution. 
Itisaloan. Itis competentfor the government to 
make a deposit, and it does it with bankers allover 
the country, wherever it thinks proper. That 
money is to be returned, and if this money is re- 
turned what harm will be done? If it is outside of 
the power of congress to do this, then the action 
of congress would be hampered in providing suf- 
ficient legislation. 

‘That was Oates in 1884, but Oates yester- 
day, when he came to combat the idea of the 
pie farmer borrowing money, held up his 

1ands and said it was unconstitutional. 
Oates said in 1854 thatit was constitutional 
when he was on oath. He was notsworn here 
yesterday. 

“I'll give Mr. Oatesevery honor that I 
ever expect to haye, every dollar’s worth of 
property I possess if he willshow me one iota 
of difference between our platform and his 
speech in 1884 touching this question 
of law. There he stood a sworn mem- 
ber of congress pleading foraloan from the 
government. Here he stood yesterday and 
said such a loan was unconstitutional. 

“O, consistency, thon art a jewel. 

‘Ho tried to show that we were demanding 
class legislation... We demand no such thing. 
Some men are given to siraining at gnats -and 
swallowing camels. 

‘Oates quoted from Charley Foster’s report, 
showing that we realized $24.10 per capita in 
1890. Who is Charley Foster? Oates very 
kindly consented to the truth by admitting 
that there was only $16 per capita in actual 
circulation. Then he raised his hands and said, 
what a_ glorious country we 
How thankful you farmers 
to feel for being born in 
country with plenty of room and fresh air. 

“There has never been a candidate nomi- 
nated by asuballiance, How about my own 
race? Not one alliance nominated me. Many 
endorsed ime. 

**He said your leaders were iiving on the fat 
of the land. They were making speeches to 
keep their places. I wanted to ask him what 
he was speaking for yesterday. 

**He said he did not believe in fiat money. 
Well, you haven’t got anything but fiat 
money. He says: ‘Boys, don’t you remember 
the volume of confederate money which went 
down because there was no gold or silver behind 
it?’ It went down because the confederacy 
went down. If the government ware to pass 
a law tomorrow for the banks to redeem their 
money in coin, how much of it could they re- 
deem? One dollar in nine. 

“Will Haight ran against me for congress 
for fun, and some of these Jeffersonian dem- 
ocrats in Atlanta and other counties voted for 
him, too. In the seventh district they per- 
suaded Dr. Felton to run against Everett. 

“Oates said turn the country over to 
the democrats. [ would to God I 
could do it today. But he did 
not tell how long it would take to do it. 

‘There isno difference between Colonel 
Oates and mvyseif personally. IL hopel will 
never see the day when [ will stoop to person- 
alities in politics. I think 1 know one thing 
that he does not, and thatis the wantsof the 
people. The alliance people Know their 
friends from their enemies. They can tell 
them a long way off. Oates’s song was an old 
song. It has been sung since the world began. 
He had better get his eyes open before he 
loses his position. 

“There is a great reform going onin this 
country; and it is going on and on until we re- 
turn to Jeffersonian principles. Weare driy- 
ing to that point, and will notstop until we 
reach it.’’

A preliminary investigation of the resident 
quoruin of; the state committee of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association was held in 
Atlanta Wednesday, 

Mr. Jenner was at the meeting. 

He denied in toto the charges current but 
was singularly non committal on the whole 
subject. He said that he had employed legal 
advice for his defense and would speak when 
the proper time came. 

The committee thought this rather unwise 
in view of the fact thas he was before friends 
who were anxious to exonerate him instead 
of wishing to find him guilty. 

The Tribue-of-Romeafew days ago pub- 
lished a sensational story about Mr. Jenner 
and a Mrs. Dudley in Rome, whom he passed 
off as his cousin. 

It stated that a Mrs. Dudley came to Rome 
some months agoand put nupat the Central 
hotel. She was thought not to have conducted 
herself in a becoming manner and was 
ejected from the hotel. 

At this time Mr. Jenner happened to be in 
Rome. He seems to have been quite friendly 
with Mrs. Dudley, as he secured her new quar- 
ters. The story goes that going tothe home 
of Dr. Yiser he said that his cousin was com- 
ing to visit Rome, and he wanted to get her a 
temporary home. 

Boarding was secured, and immediately Mrs. 
Dudley was brougnt there by Mr. Jenner. 
About two weeks was spent there, meanwhile 
Mrs. Dudley passing for the cousin of the sec: 
retary. 

Mr. Jenner was thencalled away. It seems 
that Dr. Yiser, shortly after, discovered that 
the widow was the same who had been ejected 
from the hotel, and he became very angry. 
He felt that his home had been jeopardized 
and Mrs. Dudley was again ejected. When 
Dr. Yiser got hold of Mr. Jenner again it is 
said that he made it warm tor him for his sup- 
posed deception. 

The woman secured a little house in the su- 
burbs and was said to have lived in a very 
questionable way there.

Are Not ‘Wanted by the Residents of 
South Atlanta, nthing About the 


the Expo 
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EVEN IN THE GUISE OF PENITENTS. 


Red-Hot Citizens Protesting Against the 
Location of a Home for Fallen 
Women in Their Midst. 


The people of south Atlanta are red hot, 
specially those living south of Richardson 
and between Washington and Formwalt, 

For some time Rey. Mr. Cadwallader has 
been working to get a site upon which to 
build a home for women of the town who de- 
sired to reform. 

And it is because they do not want these 
women of the town as neighbors that the 
ladies of the section named are indignant. 

A lot has been purchased on the corner of 
Loyd and Glenn streets, right in the heart of 
one of Atlanta’s most thriving extensions. 
Four years ago there was not a house south of 
Richardson street, now there are fully four 
hundred handsome residences, costing from 
three thousand to five thousand dollars each. 
The people were proud of their settlement— 
worked in harmony for sewer, gas and street 
improvements, and took great pains in seeing 
that newcomers were of the right class 
Vacant lots rose from $200 to $2,000. Thou- 
sands of dollars have been spent in grading 
streets, filling vallevs, etc. 

And, now, right in the center of it isto be 
placed, unless it can be stopped, an institu- 
tion, which, the citizens claim, wiil damage 
the property 80 per cent. 

"It is not right,” said Councilman Sawtell, 
“that such an institution should be located in 
a residence neighborhood against the will of 
the people. Such institutions are necessarily 
public, and the public should have some 
rights in the matter. Iam in favor of a home 
for fallen women, but it must be located where 
it will not be aneyesore to the people, I 
will contribute as much as any man toward its 
support, if put where it will not annoy good 
people who take pride in their homes.”’ 

“I do not want such neighbors for my 
wife,’ said Mr. Williamson. ‘‘I have taken 
pride in building up a pleasant home, and it is 
an outrage that any man should come along 
and ruin the work of years.”’ 

“T am with you,”’ joined in Mr. Coleman, 
“‘T would sell my place for 10 cents on thgdol- 
lar if this eyesore is to be put where the Widies 
of my house cannot look out the front door 
without being offended by the sight of such an 
institution with all of its horrible sugges- 
tions." 

Mr. J. T. Wrigley said: “I hardly know 
what to say of a man who would force 
upon decent women the presence of suth 
an institution. I builta homeon that block 
for my wife and children. I put all my 
money into it. Now I am to have, right 
in front of my door, where my wife cannot 
come out without seeing it, a house where her 
eyes will be insulted by the presence of the 
vilest of the vile who may happen to be in 
temporary retirement. I will simply have to 
leave my house vacant before I would live in 
such a place.”’ 

“It is the worst scandal that was ever 
forced upon a community,’ said Mr. James F. 
O’ Neill. : 

‘Mr. A. G. Rhodes has just invested $8,000 
in a house, which will have this home for its 
most elaborate front view,”’ said Mr. Tom Cor- 
rigan, and it does look as if he should have 
some protection from such an imposition.” 

One gentleman yesterday received notice 
from three tenants that they would vacate as 
soon as the home was a reality. 

“Tt will make our neighborhood.”’ said Mr. 
Evans Jones, ‘‘the loafing placeof the curious, 
who will insult our own wives and daughters 
in mistake for supposed inmates of such a 
home. It will @ventually give Pryor street 
a dangerous character. We, who have borne 
the expense of building up the neighborhood, 
should have some voice in the matter of 
public institutions. We do not want our 
daughters approached in mistake for ‘chip- 
pies.’”’ 

The genera! idea seemed to be that no estab- 
lished residence neighborhood should have 
such a place estabiished within its limits, but 
that it shou:d be located at some place where 
injury would not be done to any one. The cit- 
izens of that section will have a meeting to- 
morrow night. 

The ladies of Pryor and Loyd streets wil] 
meet this afternoon at the residence of one of 
the parties affected.

Whitfield'’s Agricultare, 


Whitfield makes a strictly agricultural dis- 
play, gotten up by Mr. Tibbs and Mr. Wrench. 
It is striking, especially in the quality of the 

roducts shown. The hay exhibit, which it is 
lieved will take the special one-hundred-dol- 
lar premium, is one of the best items among 
the great many good ones. ‘The specimens of 
timothy are remakably fine and all the hay is 
well put up in compact bales. 

The display of corn is probably the best in 
the building. The finest ears are here and 
also the largest number of varieties. There 
are 117 different kinds spread out on a table, 
besides twenty-five varietiesin barrels, Among 
these is a kind of corn with a cob so smal] and 
agrain solarge that one grain just about 
covers the end of the cob where it is broken. 
The canning display is as attractive as usual. 
The exhibit of bearded wheat in the sheaf is 
very fine. Mr. Wrench claims that the dozen 
sheaves of a shock will thresh ont three pecks. 
The sheaves, put up with a twine binder, are, 
of course, large.

The variety and richness in silk embroidery 
in horses, birds and flowers are almost bewil- 
dering, and there are wiite horses in linen 
tidies that have more animation than some of 
the horses on the race track, 

A particularly bright concert is a swan 
scene, done in silk embrotfdery, and, in rieh con- 
trast with it, a group of swans done in butter. 
This exhibit is full of surprises, and is worthy 
of the closest study. 

Fulton's Display, 

Mr. A. N. Smith, almost single handed, 
has made a very creditable agricultura! dis- 
play for Fulton. He shows inan attractive 
way ‘“‘Smith’s prolific’ corn, which bears 
seven ears to the hill, each hill having three 
stalks from one root. He also shows seven 
varieties of apples he has originated by seiec- 
tion. There are 500 kinds of canned goods 
and-preserves, put up by Mrs. Smith, and 
a very handsome exhibit of 1,000 
pieces, put up by Young & Morris, at their 
Peters street canning factory. The most ex- 
tensive display in the building appears in the 
Fulton exhibit. It isimade by Mr. W. M. 
Sessions, of the Clark university farm, who 
exhibits 162 varieties of grass, grain and forage 
plants.

It was Chrisiina Roberson, whose home al] 
her life, up toa few weeks ago, has been in 
Katonton. Some time ago she came to At- 
lanta to live, and found a_ stopping 
piace in the rear of 55 Houston 
street. Yesterday morning she was 
in the house when she fell to the floor and ex- 
pired within afew seconds.

THE DIXIE FLYER. 


A Vestibule Train to Run Between Nash- 
Ville and St. Augustine. 


SPLENDID SERVICE FOR THE GATE CITY. 


By an Alliance of Six Roads a Quick 
Through Line Is Made Between 
Chicago and Florida. 


“The Dixie Flyer’ will be the name of the 
new vestibule train between Nashville and 
St. Augustine by way of Atlanta. The Fast 
Tennessee is going in for a big share of the 
tourist travel, as well as of the general all the 
year round business between the northwest 
and Georgia and Florida. As mentioned in 
THe CONSTITUTION early in the week, the 
vestibule train will be put on Sunday, No- 
vember 15th. 

By an alliance between six roads a fast 
service will be given between Chicago and 
Florida, the Chicago and Eastern Iilinois 
turning over its business at Nashville to the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. 

So the Dixie Flyer will practically give a 
direct and quick service from Chicago to 
Fiarida, by way of Atlanta. 

The route of the vestibule train from Nash- 
ville south will be over the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis to Chattanooga, thence 
over the Western and Atlantic to Atlanta, 
from here to Jesup by the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, from Jesup to Jackson- 
ville by the Savannah, Florida and Western 
and from Jacksonville to St. Angustine by the 
Jacksonville, St. Augustine and Halifax rail- 
road. 

Pullman’s finest vestibule cars will be run 
through in a solid train from Nashville toSt. 
Augustine. Baggage and express cars will be 
vestibuled too. Special heavy engines have 
been ordered to haul the trains. Close con- 
nections are to be made at every connecting 
point. 

This train will run every day in the year, 
and is not put ion solely to catch the fancy 
travel of the winter season. Going south this 
train will reach Atlanta at 6:40 o’clock p. m. 
Returning from St. Augustine it will arrive 
here at 7:15 o'clock a.m. The run between 
Nashville and St. Augustine will be made in 
Jess than twepty-six hours. Through sleeping 
cars will be sold between St. Augustine and 
Chicago, and at intermediate points.
